Bill Rodeback 
Is Laid To Rest 


They buried William W. Rodeback — 
and with his passing, passed a little 
more of the old west —the friendly 
west. As the mel'ow voice of the 
church organ filled the chapel of the 
Third Ward, more than one person 
thought of a kindness he had done. 

The opening prayer was offered by 
President L. L. Palmer and the Third 
Ward Choir, conducted by Joe McLean 
with Emma Dahl at the organ, sang 
“Sometime We Will Understand” and 
while they were singing, relatives and 
friends tried to give the answers in 
their own way. Bishop Dahl, who con- 
ducted the funeral service, said “We 
have come today to pay respects to 
a respected citizen of our town; a man 
who was a friend to all, both young 
and old — who took time to do for 
others a kindly deed as he passed 
through this way”. The first speaker, 
C. R. Wing who is President of the 
High Priests Quorum of which the 
deceased was a member, paid tribute 
to Mr. Rodeback as a dependable 
worker, and also spoke of the purpose 
of life as told in the Bible. “Hold 
My Hand” sung by Emma Dahl, Ruth 
Salmon and Gladys Holt preceeded 
A. E. Pa'mer’s remarks. He was a 
long time friend of Mr, Rodeback and 
held his friendship with him through 
the years in high esteem; and said he 
would carry the memory of him in the 
future, 

Roi Stone rendered an organ solo, 
followed by President J, H. Walker 
who said that the town had lost a 
good citizen; a fine neighbor; and a 
willing church worker —if he took a 
position in the Church one could de- 
pend upon him fulfilling it to the best 
of his ability, He would be missed by 
all who knew him, but most of all by 
the younger people -—from the small 
boys to the big boys, as he loved them 
all and spent his life working and play- 
ing with them, He was chosen as Pres- 
ident of the first M.I.A. in the Second 
Ward when it was organized and in 
later years he again held the position 
when it became the Third Ward, Fol- 
lowing Joe McLean's solo, “Going 
Home” Melvin King offered the Bene- 
diction, 

Pallbearers were life long friends, 
Wes McMullen, Andy Lund, Ray De- 
pew, Orrin Turner, Redge Cooper and 
Elmo Christensen, while small boys 
from his neighborhood carried the 
many flowers to and from the Church. 
Neighborhood children, ‘Pop's: Pa's’ as 
they were called, attended en masse 
Another long time friend, Lief Erick- 
son dedicated the grave. 

William, better known as Bill, came 
to Raymond with the early settlers as 
a young man with his parents, from 
Cedar Fork, Utah where he was born 
nearly 66 years ago. Never a cowboy; 
he knew and loved good horse flesh. 
His horses were always of thebest and 
he handled them in the manner of the 
Roman gladiators of old. With the 
passing of the horse age he retired to 
town and rented his farm to a tenant 
who works it with power machines. 

The Rodebacks came to Raymond in 
1902 when a fire-guard, guarded the 
prairie homes from the hazards of fire. 
He was one of the drivers of the four- 
teen teams which were used to plow 
the first long fire guard from Leth- 
bridge South to the International 
Boundry Line. 


As a young man he purchased land 
south of Raymond in the rolling hills 
of the Milk River country — land 
which he owned until his death. His 
college curriculum was the prairies 
where he learned the business of life. 
He was a man that if you met him 
in the morning, you felt good all day 
as he was always cheerful and had the 
ability to pass it on to others.

lors by acclamation. These officers 
took the Oath of Office before W. L. 
Jones, Commissioner for Oaths.

Sewing is a necessity in the home

The lenten season is the time to 
use more eggs. Do you cook your eggs 
properly? A hard cooked egg will be 
more tender if allowed to cook slowly 
in water below boiling for at least 
thirty minutes, Extreme heat toughens 
egg whites, For soft cooked eggs, al- 
low eight to ten minutes cooking. To 
remove shells easily and to prevent 
that blue ring from forming, plunge 
hard cooked eggs in cool water as 
800n as cooked.
